As is his custom, the Rev. Mr. Huff 
will utilize Saturday night for another 
meeting. His subject tonight will be: 
“Life’s High Tide.” 
The revival will conclude with three 
services on Sunday. In the morning 
the Rev. Mr. Huff will speak on “Joy 
of Obedience”; in the afternoon his 
theme will be: “Joy of Victory, 
while in the evening he will have as 
his final discourse “Heaven.”

Text From Mark. 
“Take ye heed behold I have fore 
told you all things," 
(Mark 13:231 
formed the text of Rev. Mr. Huff’s 
sermon last night. 
He spoke of the prophecies preced 
Ing the coming of Christ the first time 
to earth which he declared included 
how and where He would come but 
made no specific statement as to 
when He would arrive. He averred it 
was the same with His second com 
ing. How and where were again dis 
closed but when the event would be 
was left untold. 
Utilizing numbers 14:34 he comput 
ed time from the first, second and 
third sieges of Jerusalem. This he did 
by taking a year for every day of sin 
by the Children of Israel until in the 
first of these, some 2,500 years, 
he 
reached the year 1917 when Jerusalem 
was captured again. 
Then he noted how the contract 
for the present rebuilding of the tem 
pie in Jerusalem had been made in 
1924 and was to be concluded by 1935 
—ll years. 
Signs of Coming. 
All these lie held to be signs pre­ 
ceding the second coming, in which 
he also included the League of Na­ 
tions and the commercial treaty enter 
ed into 
by Russia, Germany and 
China in April of last year. The last 
of these, he held, would have an im 
portant bearing as a prelude to the ex­ 
pected event. 
“All nations will finally become a 
part of the League of Nations,” he 
said. 
“The world In every way is 
getting better, 
except In teh moral 
and spiritual domain. There has been 
a 50 per cent Increase In crime the 
world over in the last decade. We 
are reaching a period of which it may 
be said as before tho initial coming 
of the Christ: ‘As in the time of 
Noah so before the coming of Christ 
there shall be great tribulation.’ We 
are in a repetition of such a time now 
which gives impetus to the thought 
that the second coming is imminent.”

183,140 Red Votes 


W illiam Tyler Page, clerk of the lower house of con­ 
gress, has announced that the total vote cast for the 
presidential candidates In the election of Novem ber 6 of 
last year was 36,863,533. 


Of the 36,863,533 ballots cast. Page's report shows, 
51,388,300 were for Hoover, Republican; 15,005,433 for 
Smith, Democrat; 266,549 for Thomas, Socialist; 47,767 
forFoster, W orker’s party; 21,601 for Reynolds, Sodal- 
lat-Labor; 20,101 for Varney, Prohibition, aud 6,279 for 
Webb, Farm-Labor, 


Let us add tho 21.3S8.300 votes cast for Hoover, the 
15,005,443 votes for Smith and the 20,101 cast for the 
Prohibition candidate and we have a total of 36,413,844. 
Subtracting this total from the total num ber of votes 
cast leaves 449,689, Including the Socialists Who cast 
266,549. 
Deducting the latter total, the grand result is 
183,140. 


In other words, 183,149 represent all the votes which 
Day be classed as red in the last presidential elec­ 
tion. 
True, there are m any reds in this country who 
a re not qualified to vote, and there .are m any parlor 
pinks, but even so, when It cam e to tho test last Novem­ 
ber, we find th at only 183,140 of the 36.863,533 voters 
•who went to the polls can be held to be exem plars of 
direct action. 


However, It is possible that the 183,140 can outtalk the 
36,680,393. 
In their agitating they certainly give that 
impression. 


Chivalry At Sea 


Rescue of the crew of 32 of the Italian freighter, 
Florida, adds another splendid achievem ent to the long 
list already credited to A m erican seam anship, and gives 
Captain George Fried of the United States liner, A m er­ 
ica, the distinction of having effected the rescues of the 
crews of two disabled vessels under conditions which 
m ade such accom plishm ents seemingly impossible. 


It was just three years ago th at Captain Fried, then 
in command of the President Roosevelt, took off the 
crew of the British freighter, Antlnoe, under conditions 
very similar to those which m arked the present work 
of rescue. 
In each case he was compelled to battle a 
mighty storm and send his vessel against heavy winds 
and terrific seas to reach the scene and then exercise 
the highest degree of skill to crown his dangerous en­ 
terprise with accomplishment. 
As a m atter of fact, the 
crew of the Antinoe w as rescued a t the cost of the lives 
of two of his ow n men. 


It is an illum inative fact that, while the Am erica was 
350 miles distant from the Florida when the latter’s 
S O S call was received and two other vessels were 
less than 150 miles away, it was tho America which 
located the stricken vessel, the other two having failed 
to find her. 
So severe was the storm that tho speed 
of the America was reduced almost a half by its force 
and it took her 31 hours to reach the Florida, but Cap­ 
tain Fried evidently did what the captains of the other 
two vessels failed to do; he took into consideration th at 
sh e was drifting much as did the ill-fated Vestris and 
located her. 


It is something of a coincidence that the S O S call of 
the Florida m arked the tw entieth anniversary of the 
first sea tragedy in which the wireless and another 
•tearaship Florida played m ajor parts. 


It was in this tragedy of a score of years ago that 
Ja c k Bhuts stuck to his post as wireless operator In 
th e face of danger and established a tradition of the 
sea which has since been upheld by alm ost countless 
f ir e l e s s operators. 


The W hite Star liner. Republic, on which Blnns was 
operating the wireless, sailed from New York, Jan u ary 
23, with 461 
passengers aboard on a 
M editerranean 
cruise and was off N antucket light, when in a dense 
fog, 3ho was hit amidship and almost cut in twain by 
th e Lloyd Italian liner, Florida, with 300 passengers 
Aboard. 


“B in n s,’ according to a subsequent story of his ex­ 
ploits, “was taking a message from a laud station of 
the Marconi company when the crash came, flooding 
th o engine room and killing six persons. 
Binns cut in 
with the distress call of the day *C Q IV which has been 
guperseded by the m odern S O S . 


F ro m th at day 20 years ago to the present, the wire­ 
less has played a prom inent part at sea, day and night, 
in sunshine and in storm, in peace and in war, and has 
been the m ens of saving literally thousands of human 
lives. 
E ven in the face of Jack Binns’ exploit, was there 
a n y th in g like full comprehension, 20 years ago, of how 
m uch the wireless would grow to m ean to those w ho 
go to sea? 


W ASH INGTON . D. C., Fob. 2 —Now that the senate 
has ratified the K ellog, peace treaty it appears th at only 
a first step has been taken In straightening out c eria.n 
international relations but that the step is an im portant 
one in that it opens a way for setting many aflairs in 
order. 
One of the most im portant of these relates to 
the law of the sea and international law generally. 
These two bodies of law have always had ra th e r vague 
outlined and since the great war have been more vague 
than ever before in modern times. 
It is thought pos­ 
sible that a treaty of peace having so many Im portant 
signatories as the Kellogg Pact wll iprove an instrum ent 
of codification of a standard set of sea rules. 
Senator 
Borah, chairm an of the Senate comm ittee on foreign re ­ 
lations, has offered a resolution iroviding for the call­ 
ing of a conference of the powers which likely would 
result In such a codification. 
It is the old story of the innocent bystander. 
W hen 
nations are at war, neutrals are constantly getting hurt. 
The United States was drawn into tho World war very 
largely because our rights as n eu'rals were violated by 
the Germ ans. 
Nor is It denied that they were violated 
by the British, too. 
Fighting nat'ons feel that, they can 
not afford to ho over nice about the rights of neutrals. 
T he tem ptation of the neutral to carry contraband and 
otherw ise engage in traffic inimical to one side or Hie 
other in a struggle Is very great. 
Our own war of 1812 was brought on alm ost wholly 
because of interference with our commerce by ships of 
war of G reat Britain. 
The early Americans had thought 
that we could he as neutral in world struggles as Swit­ 
zerland, being so far away Irorn the theater of Euro­ 
pean warfare. 
But, experience shows, th at when a na­ 
tion goes to sea, sooner or later its seafaring people get 
Into difficulties. 
There are all kinds of laws and rules affecting neutrals 
a t sea In time of war. 
Invariably they have been laid 
down by the strongest m aritim e power. 
Might has In­ 
sisted upon making right in this instance. 
Lesser m ari­ 
time nations must conform to the rules, negotiating what 
favors they can from tho dom inant state. 
From the 
time of the Spanish Armamla to the. World war Great 
Britain was the chief mar time power of the world and 
m ade the rules. 
A nation at war has (lie right to blockade the ports 
of its enem ies or at least lias alw ays asserted such right 
when It possessed the power, 
lf a neutral country can 
freely supply a belligerent with arm s and munitions or 
with food It Is effectively helping that nation against its 
enemy. 
But sea law has alw ays recognized the right of 
one neutral to trade with another. 
A curious thing happened in our Civil war which had 
a vital effect on this branch of sea law. 
It was im­ 
perative for the Union to prevent Great Britain, which 
huh friendly to the Confederacy, from supplying the lat­ 
ter witli arm s and trom taking cargoes of cotton from 
southern ports. 
The southern ports were blockaded. 
But the price of cotton was high in England and British 
ships constantly were attem pting to run the blockade. 
They were seized, w henever caught, by Union warships. 
Then the British conceived the Idea of using their 
nearby W est Indian ports as bases of operations. 
A 
British ship might get out of the coastal blockade ring 
with a cargo but, on the long voyage to England, fall in 
with a Union cruiser which would seize her for carrying 
cotton which was contraband of war. 
But It was a siiort 
run from southern ports to W est Indian ports so the 
practice was adopted of shipping cotton to those ports. 
T h ere was less chance of getting caught on so short a 
voyage. 
In the West Indies, the cargoes would be tra n ­ 
shipped usually to larger vessels which had not entered 
C onfederate harbors at all and then taken to England. 
Tho Union, having so much at stake, refused to ac­ 
knowledge that this ' as, as appeared on the surface, 
m ere trading between Great Britain and lier own col­ 
onies. 
Cotton aboard a ship was prim a facie evidence 
t hat a contraband cargo was being carried because the 
Confederate Sates were the only im portant source of 
cotton. 
So the Union authorities adopted what they 
called Hie theory of the continuous voyage and held that 
even though the cotton had reached Hie W est Indies 
without being intercepted, th at w’as merely a sto p o v er 
and the cargo w'as actually contraband. 
Ships were 
seized anyway. 
The law of contraband v.as interpreted and re inter­ 
preted to meet the occasions as they arose. 
T hat old 
American rule' of continuous voyage could he twisted to 
mean anything. 
A ship could sail f-om San Francisco 
and sooner or later get around Hie world to Europe, 
stopping at all kinds of neutral ports en route but if it 
carried so much as a cake of yeast, an item on the 
British contraband list, it m ight lie seized and held in 
a British port for month. 
This is the m erest glance at some of the difficulties 
involved which m ay possibly be straightened out under 
the influence of the Kellogg association of nations pro­ 
vided by the m ultilateral treaty.

As I w rite this, the papers are c ar­ 
rying accounts of the ravages by in­ 
fluenza. 
It tak e s so long after it is 
written for one of ray articles to go 
through the various processes before 
it is printed in the papers, th at it 
would be useless now to speak of the 
care and prevention of influenza. I 
fear the inform ation would be giver, 
too late. 
But there will be after-effects of 
this disease 
which 
will be 
felt by 
many persons who have suffered from 
it. 
It is my present desire to speak 
of these. 
The danger of all the acute respir 
atory diseases, including influenza, is 
that secondary infections may take 
place. The germ s of the pus produc­ 
ing germs, 
and 
o th er 
unfriendly 
agents, are all the time seeking a d ­ 
mission to the hum an body. This is 
the serious things about influenza. 
No m atter how severe m ay be the 
type of influenza iii a given epidemic 
a patient rarely dies. It is the com­ 
plication of pneum onia or pleurisy 
that is m ost likely to prove serious. 
Such complications are not the only 
ones. There m ay be trouble w ith the 
kidneys. W hat is even m ore serious 
is involvem ent of th e nervous sys­ 
tem. 
If you are attacked by influenza you 
should go a t once to bed and m ake 
a business of getting well. In th at 
case, the unfriendly germ s will not 
have the opportunity to engraft th em ­ 
selves upon your system. 
If you are convalescing from influ 
enza and are not m aking a satisfac­ 
tory recovery, it is necessary to find 
out w hat is wrong. You should talk 
with your family doctor about it. H e 
will exam ine your cliest to m ake sure 
th at the lunes are clear and that no 
rem n an t of disease Is left there. 
At the sam e tim e the doctor will 
listen to the h e art’s action to see if 
that organ is functioning in a normal 
way. Likewise, there will be a test 
made of the kidney function to see if 
it is as it should be. 
After the great epidemic of 1918, 
vre found a few cases of sleeping sick­ 
ness. 
Of course this is not the sleep­ 
ing sickness such as they have in 
Africa. The term as we use it, is given 
to an involvment of the brain and 
nervous system in which sleepiness 
and inability to perform m ental work 
are th e prom inent symptoms. 
I shall not undertake to detail the 
treatm en t which should be followed 
in any one of these complications of 
influenza. My purpose is to call them 
to your attention in order th at you 
will be governed accordingly, lf you 
are n o t progressing satisfactorily, it 
is vitally im portant to be wisely ad ­ 
vised as to w hat further should be 
done.

At this time represent- 
strict accordance with our constitution 
and by-laws, which say that each and 
every member must be duly notified of 
the meeting at which a strike vote is 
to be taken and that 
all 
members 
must vote by secret ballot, which in­ 
sures each individual member voting 
his true sentiments on the question 
at issue; at the meeting at which 54’s 
members cast their strike vote, 95% 
of the 
membership 
were 
present, 
96% of those 
present 
and 
voting 
voted to strike, which means that they 
voted to stand by the liners and the 
principles of the National Brotherhood. 
Needless to comment, Smith 
is 
no 
prophet nor son of a prophet, as in­ 
dicated how far he again was from 
having the correct slant on his em­ 
ployees and I might say in passing 
that in bringing forward this 
store 
system of Smith’s in the words and 
the spirit in which he did, it left no 
further doubt in our minds as to the 
objects and the real motives of the 
gentleman as to the purpose of con­ 
ducting this store, in plain words, that 
Smith 'conceived and 
operated 
this 
store for no other purpose than that 
of keeping his employees under his 
thumb by reason of the faut bf their 
indebtedness to him for the necessi­ 
ties of life. 
Smith has often given 
publication to the fact that he had 
such a store in operation but usually 
gave the impression that it was out 
of the goodness of his heart in that 


alives of the manufacturers, learn­ 
ing of our having issued the order to 
Smith to make settlement or have all 
departments cease work by February 
16th, got in touch with Brotherhood 
officials to ascertain if it were true 
that such ultimatum had been issued 
by the Brotherhood officials to 
Mr. 
Smith through the Shop Committee. 
On being informed that we had actual­ 
ly issued such order, they informed 
us that before any such cessation of 
work, it was customary for the Labor 
Committee of the U. S. P. A. and our 
Executive Board to meet in conference 
and endeavor to come to an under­ 
standing on any and all disputes and 
they suggested that we pursue this 
course to which we readily agreed, 
and so met in conference on February 
17th, 1928, at which Mr. Smith and 
other representatives were present 
After a very heated and all day dis­ 
cussion of the matter pro and con, the 
manufacturers still maintaining their 
position that we were without juris­ 
diction, while we just as insistently 
maintained that we were within our 
domain in our stand with the liners, 
and due to the strong feeling exhibit­ 
ed by all the manufacturers repre­ 
sentatives and their 
** ,r®*’ 
gards reprisals that would be taken 
by them if we did not go along with 
him by way of allowing Smith this 
reduction our 
representatives, con* ficiais. 
Due to Smith's 
represent*- 
cluding that we were conducting ft I lions in this affair, a small number of 


one china manufacturer was 
repre­ 
sented in said conference and this be­ 
ing purely a china 
proposition, ex­ 
pressed themselves of the opinion that 
this question should be taken up with 
the china ware manufacturers direct­ 
ly. To this the Brotherhood officjals 
readily assented. 
It was further un­ 
derstood that the Brotherhood officials 
were to take the initiative as regards 
having the china ware manufacturers 
agree to meet us in conference to dis­ 
cuss this all-important 
proposition. 
Owing to the fact that 
four china 
ware manufacturers had expressed to 
us their earnest desire for an agree­ 
ment whereby prices paid for lining 
in china would be uniform, we very 
enthusiastically began the effort to 
have such conference made a reality. 
Some little while following the gen­ 
eral ware conference of August, we 
began corresponding with all 
china 
ware manufacturers with the above 
object in view, said corresponding re­ 
sulting in Brotherhood officials desig­ 
nating the place and setting of the 
time for a 'conference with said manu­ 
facturers, at which the preliminaries 
were to be discussed in the hopes that 
a basis would be found for this much 
needed uniform wage list for lining 
in china. 
Mr. Smith, as was to be 
expected, did not feel kindly towards 
ut in this matter, as he quite natural­ 
ly wanted to retain 
his 
advantage 
over his competitors in this respect 
that he was enjoying the lowest rate 
of pay for this work of any of his 
competitors. 
So he was quito active, 
in fact we know that he was working 
overtime by the way of sending let­ 
ters and telegrams, also phoning to 
some of the manufacturers and en­ 
deavoring to persuade them not to at­ 
tend this conference called by our of 


the manufacturers responded to our 
initial call to attend our first meet­ 
ing, at which the subject was dis­ 
cussed. 
At a later date our efforts 
were rewarded by reason of the fact 
that a meeting was held at the U. S. 
P. A. headquarters in East Liverpool, 
Ohio, at which practically every china 
ware manufacturer was represented, 
including Mr. Smith. Smith exhibited 
his usual nasty disposition by way of 
his usual and repeated outbursts of 
temper when anyone advanced any­ 
thing which did not perfectly dove­ 
tail with his ideas. 
Numerous were 
his invitations on this occasion for the I 
Brotherhood officials and all others! 
present to avail ourselves of those I 
pleasant journeys Smith has so often ! 
suggested that we take to the land 
where, we are informed, everybody 
must shovel his quota of coal, or, in J 
plain words, as Smith expressed it, 
that if we did not agree to go along 
with him, we could all go plumb to 
—. 
Due to Smith’s unreasonable­ 
ness, this conference failed of its pur­ 
pose, hut I am sure it will prove quite 
interesting, as well as aiding greatly 
in the enlightenment of the public as 
to the terrible effect the agreement, 
made in February, 1927, for the lin­ 
ing at the Shenango, had in the china 
ware industry by way of causing dis­ 
satisfaction, discontent and much bit­ 
terness among the rest of the china- 
ware manufacturers, because of the 
fact that said S' .mango agreement 
gave to the Shenango firm a tremen­ 
dous advantage over said china ware 
manufacturers to the extent that the 
Shenango firm, so these other manu­ 
facturers informed, us, were greatly 
benefitted by said agreement in that 
their low wages for lining enabled the 
Shenango to secure business of these 
other manufacturers, in many in­ 
stances, that said manufacturers had 
been enjoying for many years, all be­ 
cause Smith had been favored with a 
12% % reduction in the Feb. Confer­ 
ence, said reduction on a base scale 
already lower than most of the other 
china ware manufacturers an4 in addi­ 
tion to a higher base scale, these other 
firms were paying the plussage as 
specifically called for in our Wage 
Agreement of 21% for color and 25% 
for»gold lirffng and, in all fairness, 
who could blame these manufactur­ 
ers for feeling as they did towards^ 
this infamous Shenango agreement of* 
February, 1927? 
During the course 
of this conference it was admitted by 
at least one manufacturer, who sat in 
the February Conference, that a very 
serious mistake had been made in the 
granting of the reduction which was 
given to Smith in the February con­ 
ference, that said reduction to the 
Shenango was the cause of all the 
troubles then before our Conference 
and that the china ware industry 
would have been infinitely better off 
if said agreement had not been con­ 
cluded. This admission was quite re­ 
freshing to the Brotherhood officials, I 
as it bore out our contention, at the 
time of the Shenango demand for the 
reduction, that the proposed cut was 
not only unfair to the liners but was 
equally unfair to the other firms who 
had to compete with the Shenango. 
We further stated at the time that the 
very conditions which were brought 
about would result from 
such 
con­ 
cessions to one manufacturer and to 
insist on the rest paying the scale 
which was then in effect on their re­ 
spective plants. 
Eloquently, as 
we 
might and did attempt to impress the 
manufacturers’ side of the possible 
dangers of such an agreement, our 
argument was brushed aside in its 
entirely. Smith, only because of the 
desire of the Brotherhood to bring 
about peace, was granted this unfair 
and unfortunate agreement on the 
promise, as above stated, that certain 


officials of the U. S. P. A. would be 
personally 
responsible 
for 
Smith's 
signing and living up to this agree­ 
ment. 
After a lapse of days, then 
weeks, then extending into 
scvenfl 
months' time, sud receiving no infor­ 
mation as to when we would receive 
copies signed by both organizations* 
representatives, 
we 
requested 
of 
the Secretary of the United States 
Potters Association 
a 
reason 
why 
such 
agreements 
have 
not 
been 
reduced 
to 
writing 
so 
that 
we 
would 
he favored with copies of 
the same. The secretary said 
he 
had sent copies to Mr. Smith for his 
signature on the return of which our 
officials would sign and receive due 
copies. Again, we waited considerable 
length of time anti received no satis­ 
factory answer to our request for 
same. 
At this last conference, which was 
in October, 1928, at which we discuss­ 
ed lining for china, we took the U. S. 
P. A. secretary to task for not fur­ 
nishing us with the often promised 
cojiies of the Shenango 
agreement 
and by way of explaining why we had 
not been favored with such copies, ha 
stated 
that 
when 
Smith 
received 
copies of the agreement, which were 
mailed to him for his signature, Smith 
had written several new propositions 
into the original agreement, 
which 
had not been agreed to as part of said 
agreement, and then signed his namo 
to this modified agreement The sec­ 
retary expressed his unwillingness to 
go along with such utter brazenness 
on the part of Smith in that he en­ 
deavored to slip in a few extras and 
that this was the explanation of why 
we 
had 
not 
received 
our 
much 
promised copies. Does this not 
im­ 
press anyone that Mr. Smith is a very 
unusual character in that he would at­ 
tempt something so utterly unfair as 
this? When this was brought out, he 
waxed highly indignant at our repeat­ 
ed requests to the Secretary for sign­ 
ed copies of this agreement and rose 
up on all fours and bellowed out for 
us all to go to he- and that he did 
not intend ever to sign the agreement. 
At this stage a very prominent offi­ 
cial of the U. S. P. A. stepped into 
the breach and reminded Mr. Smith 
that he personally had given his prom­ 
ise to the Brotherhood officials that 
he would see to it that Smith sign 
and live up to the agreement and that 
he, Smith, owed it to this official per­ 
sonally to sign and carry out this 
agreement. Smith arose and promised 
this official of the U. S. P. A. that he 
would sign the agreement the next 
day. Once again we felt that we had 
this boisterous gentleman in line, but 
less than thirty minutes later Smith 
when about to leave the conference 
room, made a statement to some of 
the Brotherhood 
officials implying* 
that he did not really intend to sign 
the agreement. 
To this day it has 
never been signed. We shall leave it 
to the reader to draw his or her own 
conclusions.
